WILD SCENES IN 


FRENCH CHAMBER 


Government Asks For Vote of Con 


fidence on Postal Strike and 
Mighty Turbulence Ensues. 


Paris, Hay 
13.—There was wild 


scenes in the chamber of deputies this 
afternoon when the government asked 
for a vote of confidence on the atti- 
tude assumed by it in the strike ot the 
government employes. 'M. SI. Sembat 
and Jaures warmly defended the stand 
taken by the postmen and the latter 
declared that the battle, which had be- 
gun, would not end until the function- 
aries were possessed of the same "syn- 
dicate" rights as are private workmen. 
He charged that for years a parlia- 
mentary 
majority 
had 
encouraged 


"syndlcateism" and he pointed out that 
the Swedish government had just con- 
cluded 'a five years' contract with the 
employes of the state controlled rail 
. roads. 


Socialists Tools of Reactionaries. 
Suddenly^ arnld growing excitement, 


M. Combrouse. radical republican, in 
tervoned and virtually charged the so 
clallsts with being the tools of the re- 
actionaries. 
He declared specifically 


that M. Morel • owed his seat to the 
duke d'Uses. 
Instantly the chamber 


was In an uproar. 
M. Morel tried in 


vain to make himself heard above the 
clamor and M. Brisson, president of 
the chamber, clapped his hat on his 
head as a sign that the session was 
closed. 


The tumult, however, continued. One 


of the delegates bounded 
over 
the 


presidential chair, grabbed the bell and 
rang furiously. 
Then the 
socialists 


began singing the "Internationale," to 
•which M. Baudry d'Asson and his roy- 
alist colleagues, standing: on chairs,'re- 
plied by singing "Vive Henry IV."- 


Finally the public and the press gal- 


leries were cleared, but there was de- 
lirium both inside and outside of the 
chamber of deputies.

M. d'Asson climbed the tribune, and 


•with the socialists shouting and sing- 
ing he tried to harrangue the deputies. 
Outside in . the corridors . several per- 
eons who raised the cry. "Vive. Le Roi" 
iwere almost mobbed.

Premier Clemenceau and tlie minis- 


-ters"remained on -their" benches. 'At 


first it was apparent that they were 
'amused, but later they grew indignant 


at this scandalous exhibition in the

closed

steps of the tribune. 


After nn hour's Intermission the ses- 


sion was resumed.

THE STRIKE SITUATION. 


Paris, Hay 13.—The number of strik- 


ing government employes shows no 
appreciable increase this morning. The 
services are normal, and at some places 
notably IBordeau, 
telegraphers 
who 


went out yesterday, have returned 
to their posts. The concerted efforts 
of the strikers stationed at various 
bureaus In Paris to induce their com- 
rades to join the movement, have been 
without 
effect. The authorities are 


confident that the strike will be over 
In a few days. On the other hand the 
lenders of the strike claim that the 
government is "bluffing" and that its 
figures regarding the number of men 
out are ridiculous. They declare the 
movement will extend rapidly and that 
the general Federation of Labor soon 
w-ill make a dramatic appearance on 
the scene. 


Only at Harve, where both the post 


and telegraph services are practically 
tied up, is the situation worse today. 
The batch of dismissals last night has 
evidently-dismayed the rank and file. 
The government this afternoon will 
ask for a vote of confidence in the 
chamber of deputies, and if this is ob- 
tained another and larger batch of dis- 
missals will follow immediately.

Washington, D. C., May .13.—At 


least one of the largest 'hosiery man- 
ufacturing concerns 
in the United 


States believes that the 
tariff on 


hosiery is already high enough to 
enable the knitting concerns to do 
business at a profit, and is opposed to 
any increase of the present schedule. 


This Is the big Wayne Knitting 


mills at Fort Wayne. One of the of- 
ficers of the concern, writing to mem- 
bers of the Indiana delegation in con- 
gress, says: 


"We have 
been 
repeatedly 
and 


strongly urged publicly to define our 
position in reference to an advance in 
the tariff on hosiery as proposed by 
the Payne bill. While we are not pre- 
pared to advertise our views in the 
public 'press,, we have consented to 
present them to representatives from 
the state of Indiana, who are un- 
questionably interested in our wel- 
fare, and consequently should be ad- 
vised of our needs and wishes. 


"We are. opposed to any change in 


the present 'hosiery schedule of the 
Dingley bill for .the following reasons: 


"I. An advance is not needed, be- 


cause all full-fashioned .hosiery manu- 
facturers in this country. Including 
ourselves, have operated successfully 
under the • protection afforded us for 
the last ten years, excepting the last 
year, when the general depression was 
felt in our business the same as in all 
others, and because an advance is de- 
moralizing from every point of view, 
is unpopular enough to be inoppor- 
tune, and'is not conductive to the per- 
petuation of protective 'tariff 
prin- 


ciples. 


"2. The tariff should not be low- 


ered, because no inordinate. profits 
•with their resultant great expansion, 
have been made in this business; be- 
cause a healthy 'foreign competition 
has been maintained, as" is evidenced 
by imports of foreign hosiery, and al- 
so because there are no trusts and no 
overcapitalized 
corporations in this 


industry as the result of over-protec- 
tion. 


"All the petitions, briefs, statements 


and figures presented by hosiery peo- 
ple have one common origin, and are 
valueless when measured by the one 
simple supreme test; the history of 
this or any other industry or business 
relating to the items ot capitalization, 
profits, wages. If your tariff commit- 
tee had the authority to Investigate 
the books of all corporations affected 
by the tariff in respect to these three 
items

Mr. Shirey Says the League 


• 


Wants to Seep Question 


Out of Politics. 


According to Rev. N. C. Shlrey's own 


statement today, the next decided step 
in the temperance wave In Indiana, 
which is being anticipated and eagerly 
awaited by the anti-saloon workers all 
over the state, is the passage by the 
legislature of 1911 of a state wide pro- 
hibition law. Such a bill, he asserts, 
will positively be presented to the leg- 
islature and if efforts to keep the ques- 
tion out of political platforms should 
be successful, the league reasons that 
the measure will be enacted. 


In further 
speaking, Mr. Shirey 


said: "If the matter must be brought 
up In the political platforms at all, it 
should not be anything more than a 
commendation of the laws already in 
force In regard to the liquor question. 
It seems to me that the mighty suc- 
cess with which county option elec- 
tions arc meeting shows the attitude of 
the state upon the matter, none of the 
votes resembling in any manner the 
respective party votes. 


"Our state board of trustees." said 


Mr. Shirey,' "has not yet purposely 
discussed such a measure, yet they all 
realize that a state wide prohibition 
law is uppermost In the thoughts of 
many. The league will sponsor the bill 
and there Is every hope of pushing It to 
a successful completion, if, as said be- 
fore, the matter can be kept out of pol- 
itics."

Hay Dealers Utter Protest Against 


New Classification, 


The hay and grain dealers practical- 


ly everywhere in the hay districts of 
the country are uttering strong protests 
against the new classification of their 
freightage by the railroads, advancing 
it from sixth to fifth class -with the re- 
sultant of an increase of about' J1.60 
per'tori on hay and along the same line 
the • Northern Indiana and Ohio hay 
and grain shippers and dealers, in their 
conference last 'night at1 the Anthony 
hotel, adopted resolutions to the in- 
terstate commerce commission, where 
a test case is pending. The resolutions 
read: 


"Whereas, The freight rates on hay 


are considered very burdensome' and 
very frequently amount to more than 
the original cost paid to farmers by 
the buyers, and 


"Whereas, 
The railroad companies 


have made no concessions in rates, but 
to tho contrary, have in many instances 
advanced rates, and 


"Whereas. 
The railroad companies 


arc making no effort to build cars es- 
pecially adapted to the hay trade nor 
to encourage'it. otherwise, and 


"Whereas, • It has been recognized 


by tho railroad companies as one of 
the largest and most important pro- 
ducts handled by them, as well as one 
of the most profitable. 


"It is resolved by this conference of 


hay producers and shippers of this ter- 
ritory, that it is the sense of this con- 
ference that the hay rate case now 
pending before the 
interstate com- 


merce commission should be taken up 
and pushed to completion." 


Verbal reports from a number of 


those attending the conference tend to 
the belief that cost this year will be 10 
or 15 per cent, better than a ten-year 
average. Corn and hay show about the 
same, but there were few predictions 
as to what the wheat market might 
be.

Revision is in the Interest 


of Middle West Cities 


—Shop News. 


The most radical change In western 


railroad history in the method o£ rate 
making will soon be made if a plan 
prepared' by tho transcontinental roads 
should be approved by the interstate 
commerce commission. A committee 
of traffic executive ofllcials of western 
roads is in Washington and will pre- 
sent to the commission tomorrow a 
plan for reduction in rates from the 
middle west to the interior 
Pacific 


coast points in line with the decision 
ot the commission in the Spokane rate 
case. 


The committee is headed by J. C. 


Stubbs, traffic director of the Harri- 
man lines, and the proposed reductions 
in many commodity rates vary from 
25 to 
50 per cent. This plan was 


worked out by the Hill and Harriman 
lines and approved by the other roads 
interested in a less degree. If the plan 
goes through' it will be a severe blow 
to-the Pacific coast cities, will increase 
the business of the middle west in the 
intermediate points and will result in 
building up jobbing centers at Salt 
Lake, Denver, Reno and other inland 
points. 


It is understood that the schedule of 


rates in. some respects goes even fur- 
ther than did the commission in the 
Spokane rate decision, as it is the pur- 
pose to accord inland points the rates 
which apply to the Pacific coast on 
all the commodities of which there is 
not severe competition by the water 
routes from the seaboard.
